According to a newspaper clipping from the Washington V * 
Star dated February 23, 1934,’ the National Association for the V 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) was organized following the __ \ 
race riot of 19Q8 at Springfield, Illinois. V.TLLIAV EKGIJSHj WALLING 
suggested an organization for the protection of the colored race. 

A call was seat out by OS ADD C^SHISO^VTiLUKD. Among those respond- 
ing were JANHfSvDDAIIS, LILLIAN D^WALD^ JOHN^K.EY, Rabbi STEP. u-.N 
V LISE, and SA’ DEL ROALES.

formed for carrying out the purposes of the organization. In 1934 \ 
the NAACP had three hundred seventy -five branches and a membership ■ 
of about eighty thousand. In 19H the NAACP declared through its 
organ, the "Crisis" that it is an organization of persons who believe 
that the present prejudice against colored races and particularly 
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the denial of rights and opportunities to millions of Americans 
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stitution but also is a direct hindrance to world peace and the 
realization of human brotherhood.

At this time its methods of accomplishing its purposes 
were stated as:: 

1. A lecture bureau. 

2. A bureau of legal assistance. 

3. A bureau of information. 

4. A bureau of publicity and research. 

In the second annual report of the KAACF dated January 
1, 1912, which is on file in the Liorary of Congress, its purposes 
™ ere stcLwSd s,s follows t 

"The NAACP seeks to uplift the colored nan and woman of 
this country by securing to them the full enjoyment of their rights 
as citizens. Justice in all courts and equality of opportunity 
everywhere. It favors and aims to aid every kind of education 
among them save that which teaches special privilege or prerogative 
class or caste. It recognises the national character of the 
negro problem and no sectionalism. It believes in the upholding 
of the Constitution of the United States and its administration 
in' the spirit of ABhAKAh I.I-;uQLN . It upholds the doctrine of 'all 
men up and no man aovm.' It abhors negro crime but still more the 
conditions which breed crime and most of all the crimes committed 
in the mockery of the lav.. It believes that the scientific truths 
of the negro problem must be available before the country can see 
its v.ay clear to righting existing wrongs. It has no other belief 
than the best v.ay to uplift the colored man is the best v.ay to 
aid the white man to peace and social content; it has no other 
desire than exact justice, and no other motive than humanity." 


Today the KAACP states that full citizenship rights for 
the negro is the rock upon which it is established. It claims 
to be an international organization, membership in vhich is open 
to all who believe in equality of mankind. The association has 
35C branches and 122 college and youth groups in 44 states. The 
national headquarters is at 69 5th Avenue, New York City. 
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"The NAACP today states its aims: 


1. The end of lynching 

2. The ending of disfranchisement 

3. The abolition of injustice in legal procedure based solely upd 
color or race. 

4 . Equitable distribution of funds for public education. 

5. Abolition of segregation and discrimination, insulvand in 
humiliation based upon race or color. 

6. Ecuality of opportunity to work in all fields with equal pay 
for equal work. 

7. Abolition of discrimination against negroes in the right of 
collective bargaining through membership in organised labor 
unions.

According to its ov.n statement the principal achieve- 
ments of the KAACF have been: o-— 

"1. A continuous war on lynching by writing, lecturing, mass aenon- \ 

strations and the fights for the passage of theTDyer anti -lynching I 

bill in 1922 and t he Xosti gan-7/agn er anti -lynching Till "3ja ' 1934 j 

and 1935. The carpaign'Ted by the NAACP resulted in the passage i 

ox the*"Gavagan anti-lynching bill in the House cn April 15, 1937, 
by a vote of 277-119. The bill was taken up Novauber 15, 1937, at j 

the special session and debated for six days, when it was displaced ! 

by the farm bill. By agreement, it cane up for debate January 6, j 
1938, and from that date to February 21, southern senators engineered; 
a lengthy filibuster v.hich resulted in the bill 1 s being laid aside, j ^ 
The filibuster cost Anerican taxpayers $460,000. The bill was },./ 

reintroduced in the 76th Congress in January, 1939, being sponsored : J 
in the House by Representative JOSEPH A. GA VAGAN , and in the Senate 
by Senators ROBERT* F. Y.AGN2R, F22DEFJCK VAN NUTS and ARTHUR CAPFE3. j 

2. The NAAJr has won twelve out of thirteen cases before the highest; 
court of the land. It has won the following U.S. supreme court ^ ! 

decisions aiding colored people; Grandfather Clause oisfranenising 
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Negroes declared unconstitutional in 1915; Louisville Resident! 
Segregation ordinanace held unconstitutional in 1917: Arkansas 
sharecropper riot victims freed (12 from death, 67 from long term \ 

and life imprisonment) when trial in mob-dominated court was held ! 

not due process of law in 1923; Texas vuhite primary law barring Negroeis 
by statute from Democratic primaries held unconstitutional in 1927; 

New Orleans segregation lav. held unconstitutional in 1927; Texas 
white primary lew (second case) barring Negroes by enabling act from 
Democratic primaries held unconstitutional in 1932. These mer.orable 
victories were achieved at the remarkably low cost of $31*193 -92, 
largely due to generosity of members of the national legal staff and 
other lawyers tfio contributed their services. 


In the JESS HOLLINS case arising in Oklahoma, which was i 
won by the association before the U. S. supreme court in 1935* the 
opinion of the court in the Scottsboro cases was sustained; That 
HOLLINS had been convicted by a jury from which Negroes had been 
systematically excluded. A similar decision was obtained in 1937 
when a new trial was secured for JOEV'ALE, convicted by an all-white 
jury in McCracken County, Kentucky, r ^“ 


On December 12, 1938, the supreme court rulee in the case 
of GAL. mo vs. Universit y o f ..issouri that the University of .mssouri 
must either admit LLOYD ■ GAINES , a Negro student, to it3 lav; school, 
or the state of Missouri must provide equal accommodations for the 
training of Negro graduate and professional students. The court 
held that out-of-state scholarships did not answer the constitutional 
requirement Of equal rights and that states must provide equal train- 
ing within their borders. 

In 1937*v^he Association secured a re-trial as a result 
of the United Stat^s\ supreme court decision in the case of EQf BH.CJNN 
HKhftY ^LlLLDS and ■'YANK ^ELLINGTON, Negro sharecroppers who were ' oon- < 
victed of murder by the supreme court of Mississippi in the death. 
of RAX 'GNTJjSTiWART * April 4* 1934. The United States supreme court " 
decision was based on the fact that the only evidence against these - 
three men was procured through coercion and brutality. The court 
held unanimously "The rack and torture chamber may not be substituted^ 
for the witness chair." 

The latest victory was won on May 22, 1939 when the United 
States supreme court ruled in the case of LAME vs. Y.TLSON that the 
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01J.ahoi.ia registration lav; discriroinatins agr-inst Kegroes was invalid, 
Mr. Jus tioe FhAN KFJETiE, , speaking for the court about the Fifteenth 
Amendment stated: 'The amendment nullifies sophisticated as well as 

simple-minded nodes of discrimination. * 

,3. It was the first national organization to raise the question 
ox the right of Negroes to sit on Tories in the Arkansas sns recropper 
case , 1919~1923. 


4. With a group of other national organisations, the NAACP is a | 
member of the joint nati onal ^Scot t sboro Defense Committee which is i 
carrying on the fight to free' the world's most famous defendants. | 

5. It launched and has continued the fight to abolish the system ] 
of lily-white Democratic primaries in the South. The association j 
believes that free and independent use of the ballot is the ridrt 

of ever y citizen in America. 


6. In 1932 it twice investigated slave labor conditions on the 
Mississippi levees and won increases of $100, OCX) weekly for 25,000 
Negro workers, shorter hours and better conditions. Similar efforts 
were ; ade in connection with other great public works such as Boulder 
Dam and TVA. TVA v.as investigated in 1938 and the evicence of dis- 
ci'hxination against Negroes was presented to the joint committee 
of the U. S. Congress investigating TVA. j 


7. It has everywhere fought school segregation and discrimination j 
in the allotment of educational monies to Negro schools. Lawyers j 
for the association secured a ruling by the Maryland court of Appeals; 
in January, 193 6, which opened the doors of the University of Mary- i 
land law school to Negro students. This fight is being continued t 
in Maryland where the third Negro was admitted in 1939. Similar cases 
are to be filed in Tennessee and Missouri. i

teachers has spread to Maryland, Virginia, Florida, Alabama and 
Kentucky. As the result of two court cases, salaries have been 
equalized in nine out of twenty-three counties in Maryland, which 
means an additional $100,000 a year on the pay checks of Maryland 
school teachers. One additional case is pending in the Circuit Court 
of Prince George's County, Maryland, and another in the federal 
court in Man-land. 
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8. Under the New Deal it fought at great expense all sorts of 
aiscriiidnation against Negro workers and persons on relief under 

the KRA, FKA, KPA, etc. 

9. It has fought discrimination against Negroes in both federal 
and stite civil service and is continuing its fi^it against ciscrinf- 
i nut ion in organized labor. 11

The organization has branch .chapters in 
practically all the large cities in the country but is parti cu _ 
larly strong in the major population centers of the South.

ity with the articles of incorporation of the Association, its 
constitution and by-laws, and as directed by the Board of Di- 
rectors of -the Jssoclztioru 


ARTICLE II. 


OFFICERS 

Section 1 The officers of the Branch shall be a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer? also. 
Officers at the option of the Branch, additional Vice- 

Presidents and an Assistant Secretary. The offi- 
cers shall be elected as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2 The duties of the President shall bet 

(a) To preside at meetings of the Branch and to 
President act as Chairman of the Executive Committee, unless 
the Executive Committee elects some other mem- 
ber of its body to be chairman. 

(b) To appoint all committees not directly elected by the 
Branch or the Executive Committee. 

(c) Between meetings of the Executive Committee and subject 
to the approval thereof, to exercise general executive 
authority on behalf of the Branch. 

(d) To perform such other functions and exercise such further 
duties as may be voted from time to time by the Branch 
or the Executive Committee.

The President shall be ex-officio a member of all com- 
mittees, except the Nominating Committee as provided in Article 
IV, Section 4. * 

Section 3 ^he duties of the Vice-President shall be to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his ab- 
Vice sence or disability. In case of more than one 

President Vice-President, the Vice-Presidents shall be 
designated as first, second, third , etc, , and 
shall perform their duties according to their r.w.ericai rank. 

Section 4 The duties of the Secretary shall be: 

(a) To act .as Secretary af the Branch and -the ^ 

Secretary Executive Committee, to give due notice of all 

meetings of the Branch and the Executive Committee, 
to keep full and accurate records of the proceedings of the Branch 
and of the Executive Committee and record the same in a minute 
book-er -minute book s? ^ — : 

(b) To keep a record of all Branch members and their dues, 

(c; To give receipts for all membership fees received and 
to transmit such fee3 to the Branch Treasurer; to send 
promptly to the National Office lists of all member- 
ships received; to secure from the Treasurer and for- 
ward to the National Office that portion of membership 
fees belonging to the National Office. 

(d) To aid, coordinate and integrate the work of the several 
committees and division of the Branch, 

(e) To submit reports to the Branch and the Executive Committee 
at all regular meetings, or whenever required by either 
body, covering the status of the Branch and its activi- 
ties since the date of the last report; to submit to the 
Branch at its annual meeting an 'annual report on the 
status and activities of the Branch, A copy of all re- 
ports by the Secretary when adopted by the Branch shall 

be forwarded to the National Office, 

(f) To keep the Secretary of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People informed of all events 
affecting the interests of colored people in the vicinity 
of the Branch, and to submit to the National Office, when- 
ever reqiired by the National Office, a report on Branch 
activities. 


(g) In conjunction with the President, to sign requi . — — - — 

sitions for disbursements from the Branch treas- ' ; 

ury and to maintain a file of receipts for disburse- 
ments , 

The Secretary shall be ex-officio «a member of all coeh 
mitte^s, except the Nominating Connittee as provided in Article

The duties of the Treasurer shall bet 

(a) To receive all monies of the Branch and 
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separate account or accounts in a responsible hank or trust 
company. No money shall be withdrawn from any such account 
except on check signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the 
Pre si d ont_, 




(b) To act as Chief financial officer of the Branch and 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) To make authorized disbursements upon requisitions 

signed -by -the -Secretary -and -countersigned -by -the 

President. Each requisition shall recite the amount 
and purpose of the payment requested. Every requisi- 
tion in the amount of one hundred dollars or more 
must further he approved by the Executive Gunmittee 
before payment. The Branch by regulation may require 
that requisitions in smaller amount be approved by the 
Executive Corral ttee. 


(d) To remit through the Secretary to the National Office 
the proportion of membership fees to which the National 
Office is entitled, as hereinafter provided, within 
fifteen days after their receipt (Article V, Section 4). 

(e) To submit reports to the Branch and the Executive Com- 

t f mo oil r.omil nr* non+.incyR rvr* whpDRVPr reauirsd. 
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by either body, covering the financial condition of 
the Branch, showing receipts and disbursement s, out- 
standing accounts unpaid since his last report^ to 
submit an annual report of the business of his office 
at the annual meeting of the Branch, to which shall 
be appended a statement signed by the President and 
Secretary that all funds received by the Branch have 
been listed in the Treasurer's report.

The Executive Coinnit tee shall have general con- 
trol of the affairs of the Branch, subject to the 
authority of the Branch and to the provisions of 
this Constitution, It shall consist of the Presi- 
dent, First Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
the chairmen of the standing committees of the 
Branch, the President of the Youth Council, the 
President of each College Chapter in the same 
community, the Senior Branch Advisor in the Youth Council, the 
Senior Branch Adviser of the Junior Youth Council, and such other 
mentors to Ice elected at the~annual sting of the Branch as 
the Branch by by-law nay decide: Provided, that the total member- 

ship of the Executive Committee shall not exceed twenty-five, 
except by written authorization of the Board of Directors of 
the Association,

The further duties and powers of the Executive

The NAACP was born when WARY WHITE OVINGTON, 
its first member, met with WILLIAW ENGLISH WALLING, a 
columnist, during the first week of January, 1909* in 
a small room of a New York apartment. 

The first conference was held on the evening 
of may 30, 1909, at Cooper Union, New York City. Over 
1000 guests were invitee and the initial conference was 
considered a success. 

It was not until the second conference held 
in Way, 1910, that the group organized a permanent body 
to be known as the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People.

To advance the interest of colored citizens.

To increase thpir opportunities for securing 
justice in the courts, education for their children, 
employment according to their ability, and complete 
equality before the law. 

To ascertain and publish all facts bearing 
upon these subjects and to take any lawful action 



thereon; together with any and aliasings which may 
lawfully be bone by a membership corporation organized 
un-'er the laws of the State of N. w York for the further 
advancement of thus*- objects.

The convention was hold against the background of a 
new political situation in the country, following 
cloooly upon the advont of tho Eisenhower Administration, 
It convened at a time when the hope for peace was 
rising in the hearts of humanity everywhere, but when, 
at the same; time, the pror-Faacist offensive of the 
Me Ccrthyito3 had alroady marked menacing proportions,

Labor cooperation, a resolution was adopted at the 
convention which pointed out:

The program on Foreign Policy adopted by the 
convention also showed an advance. While still wook 
in several respects, it represents an important departure 
from that of the l|3rd Convention, In contrast to tho 
almost 100$ endorsement of tho Truman Foreign Policy a 
year ago, this convention refused to give such blanket 
support to tho Dulles-Ei 3 onhowor conduct of foreign affairs 

Tho 44 th Convention urged the planning and 
execution of a Civil Rights mobilization in Washington, D, C 
and voted to wolcome "in tho mobilization, tho coopera.tion 
and support of bona fido organizations genuinely at one 
with us on our stated objective". 
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another important feature was the militant 
participation of the youth and the overwhelming support 
given to the Youth Program fcy the odult delegates. 

The convention launched a program to rid America of 
Jim Crow and to win the total integration of Negroes by 
1%3, the 100th anniversary of the issuance of the

The article revealed that there were aerious 
weaknesses which evolved from the lj.ij.th Convention 
deliberations. Certain negative and harmful resolutions 
were adopted which run counter to the progressive and 
positive ones, and which can only be harmful to the 
Negro movement.

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the Convention delivered by Hr. WALTER WHITE, Executive 
Secretary of the Na^CP. The address was characterized 
throughout by a fawning attitude which called for 
complete confidence in and support for the Elsenhower 
Administration, an administration whoso policies aro 
generating further anti Negro measures in the country. 
WHITE stated that EISENHOWER is an unwilling prisoner 
of his own cabinet, his party and Congress, and, if the 
President hos foiled to do nor e on the Negro question* 
it is because he "has been so absorbed with war and 
foreign problems . n 


In addition to surrendering to the Eisenhowor 
Administration on the Negro question, WALTER WHITE'S 
address included an orgy of Red-baiting and enti- Communist 
slander that is rare even for these times. According to 
the author, WHITE falsely proclaimed that war and 
Communism are the two factors which plague the modern 
world. WHITE stated, 11 W e don't want the Communists 
running our affairs." 

In addition, the article depicted that at no 
time did the convention approve of Mr, WHITE'S pro- 
Eisenhower speech, and it was the opinion of many 
observers that a majority of the delegates were definitely 
opposed to the Eisenhower Administration. The address by 
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WHITE was additionally characterized ns "the major 
weakness and most negative feature of the 44th Convention 
of the NAACP" , The capitulation by the top loadcrdiip

baiting never before was equalled in any Negro gathering. 


The author furnishes an explanation for the 
inconsistent and contradictory policy adopted by the 
convention - a policy vhich call 3 at the same time 
for struggle and surrender, for anti -Me Carthyism 
and Red-baiting, for support to the National Independence 
Movement of Africans and Condemnation of Mau Mau "Violence" 
The nnswor is found in the composition of the convention 
and its leadership, made up of the Negro middle class 
and potty bourgoisie. 


The article conoludes by stating that the Negro 
workers in the main were absent; progressives and 
Communists, in the main, were absent* Therefore, the 
reformist leadership' of WALTER WHITE was not basically 
challenged and he maintained an iron-fist control over 
every aspect of the deliberations. The negative features 
of the convention constituted a primo example of the 
vacillating rolo being played today by the Negro petty 
bourgoisic and of the continuing subordination of the Negro 
workers to the bourgoisie in the Negro Liberation 


The programs adopted by the NAACP and other 
major Negro organizations reflect the striving for 
unity on the part of the Negro people. The fight for 
jobs and FEPC, Negro representation and right— to— vote 
movoment in the South are indicative of unification.
